New  Navy  Class 
Will  Take 
Underclassmen 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  may 
enlist  in  the  new  class  V-1,  U.  S, 
Nava]  Reserve,  take  studies  which 
will  help  fit  them  to  become  offic- 
ers, and  complete  work  for  a bache- 
lor’s degree  .before  beiijg  called  _to 
service,  according  to  Dr.  Milton 
Marshall,  professor  of  physics  and 
mathematics,  who  will  .be  in  charge 
of  the  curricula  for  the  new  classi- 
fication. 

A number  of  BYU  men  will  take 
advantage  of  this  training,  he  pre- 
dicts, as  soon  as  the  government 
acts  on  the  university’s  application 
for  listing  among  institutions  of- 
fering it.  BYU  already  gives  train- 
ing leading  to  a commission  in  V-.5 
and  V-7  of  the  reserve. 

Applicants  must.be  17  to  19  years 
old,  inclusive,  and  unmarried.  They 
must  have  parents’  or  guardian’s 
consent.  They  must  complete  in 
college  the  navy  department’s  pre- 
induction  training  curriculum,  in 
which  stress  is  laid  on  physical 
training,  mathematics  and  physical 
sciences. 

Dr.  Marshall,  who  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  new  classification  at 
BYU,  is  also  chairman  of  the  de- 
fense correlation  committee  at  the 
university.  Suitable  curricula  have 
been  worked  out  for  prospective 
registrants. 

Each  year  approximately  20,000 
V-1  men  will  be  transferred  to  V-5 
aviation  cadet  training.  If  a student 
passes  tests  for  such  training, 
shows  that  he  has  improved  his 
physical  fitness  to  meet  naval  avia- 
tion standards,  and  displays  officer- 
like qualities,  he  may  finish  at  least 
two  calendar  years  at  college  be- 
fore being  transferred  for  training 
as  an  officer  pilot. 

Approximately  15,000  V-1  men  a 
year  will  be  transferred  upon  cer- 
tain conditions  to  V-7  status,  in 
which  they  will  be  permitted  to 
continue  in  college  up  to  a bacca- 
laureate degree,  taking  courses  ac- 
ceptable to  the  navy.  On  the  com- 
pletion of  college  work,  these  men 
win  ht  given  reserve  midshipman 
training  leading  to  a commission  in 
the  naval  reserve. 


^ One  of  the  few  great  living  plan 
ists,  Egon  Petri,  will  play  in  the 
Provo  tabernacle  Monday,  March

Petri’s  name  is  known  wherever 
Occidental  music  is  heard  for  his 
musical  achievements  have  been  re- 
corded and  played  in  places  where 
he  has  never  appeared  in  public. 
He  embarked  on  his  career  as 
concert  pianist  at  the  age  of  twen- 
ty, urged  to  do  so  by  Paderewski 
and  Busoni. 

Petri  was  born  into  a musical  at- 
mosphere which  included  such 
names  as  Tschaikovsky,  Edvard 
Grieg,  Clara  Schumann,  and 
Brahms.  In  this  home  also  he  found 
a heritage  of  rare  music  talent,  for 
his  father,  Henri  Petri,  was  an  em- 
inent violinist. 

Impressive  technique,  under- 
standing, and  subtle  instincts  of  a 
colorist  go  into  a Petri  concert.  He 
seems  to  possess  unlimited  imagi- 
national  effects,  and  shows  virtuo- 
sity of  an  astounding  variety  in  his 
recitals. 

. At  present  Petri  has  transferred 
his  activities  to  the  United  States, 
thus  enriching  pianist  art  here  as  a 
teacher  and  concertist.  In  recital, 
the  sweeping  power  and  glorious 
impact  of  his  art  have  evoked  in- 
stant and  seldom  equalled  acclaim 
from  press  and  public.

Sole  expounder  of  “Poulson- 
esque”  at  BYU  is  M.  Wilford  Poul- 
son, professor  of  psychology,  whose 
eccentricities  have  made  a lasting 
impression  upon  students  for  many 
years. 

Involved  in  this  brand  of  teach- 
ing, self-named  “Poulsonesque”  by 
its  founder,  are  several  unique  char- 
acteristics, foremost  ^mong  which 
is  a labor  saving  device  for  psychol- 
ogy students.  In  this  ingenius 
scheme,  Prof.  Poulson  holds  his 
-right  arm  aloft  to  indicate  any 
statement  made  with  a humorous 
intent.  The  pupils  are  thus  saved 
the  trouble  of  laughing  unnecessar- 
ily in  an  effort  to  appear  appreciat- 
ive.

THE  Y NEWS 


A high  morale  in  wartime  is  necessary  of 
course,  but  it  is  surprising  the  many  steps  a 
country  has  to  take  in  order  to  obtain  it. 

First  of  all,  the  country  in  question  must 
ignore  all  the  publicity  it  has  received  as  the 
greatest  and  the  most  powerful  nation  in  the 
world  and  pose  as  the  demure  and  naive  maid- 
en who  was  struck  unawares  by  the  designing 
bully.  This  has  a far-reaching  effect.  It  not 
only  labels  the  assaulting  ruffian  as  an  “of- 
fensive madman,”  but  it  imparts  to  the  assail- 
ed maiden  the  glow  of  saintliness  which  comes 
to  all  “defenseless  virgins”  and  absolves  her 
of  anything  even  suggestive  of  war  guilt. 
Guiltless  and  chaste  she  stands,  and  immedi- 
ately two  or  three  million  Sir  Lancelots 
(within  the  proper  age  limits,  of  course) 
swear  by  their  life  blood  to  avenge  the  un- 
precedented violation  of  their  ladys’  sancitity. 
That  is  wartime  morale  in  its  infancy. 

The  next  step  comes  when  the  maiden, 
somewhat  recovered  from  her  attack,  tells  ev- 
eryone just  how  utterly  she  abhores  vice  and 
corruption  and  how  highly  she  esteems  peace 
and  justice  and  security  and  freedom  and 
honesty.  Because  there  is  not  one  iota  of 
vanity  or  falsehood  in  the  extolment  of  her 
virtues,  everyone  accepts  her  as  the  lovely 
mistress  she  is  and  vows  to  keep  her  that  way 
safe  and  free.  Again  it  is  morale  in  the  mak- 
ing. 

Following  this  the  maiden  begins  a cam- 
paign to  belittle  her  treacherous  opponent. 
She  calls  him  blind  and  says  that  he  lies  when 
he  reports  that  40  of  her  ships  were  sunk 
(actually  there  were  only  36).  She  has  her 
renown  scientists  and  statiticians  gather  con- 
clusive proof  that  any  ONE  of  her  red-blood- 
ed brood  is  worth  any  SIX  of  the  enemy  crew, 
whether  it  be  as  a soldier,  statesman,  or  swim- 
mer. She  then  leaves  her  worthless  foe  to  the 
ungodly  mercy  of  her  ballyhoo  artists.  Her 
song-writers  call  him  a sap ; her  cartoonists 
picture  him  as  a rat ; her  vast  horde  of  come- 


dians ridicule  him  relentlessly  — each  in  his 
orvn  morbid  manner.  These  acts  serve  only 
one  purpose — MORALE! 

Then  the  wise  maiden  very  skillfully  pro- 
ceeds to  pluck  the  vibrant  heartstrings  of  her 
responsive  subjects,  playing  encore  after  en- 
core. She  sings  dolefully  of  bombed  churches, 
headless  mothers,  starved  babies,  and  other 
dismal  scenes  which  inspire  sympathy  on  the 
part  of  her  countrymen  and  brand  the  enemy 
as  a cruel  and  depraved  barbarian.  This  is  un- 
doubtedly the  highest  type  of  morale  building 
as  the  songs  foster  in  the  listeners  a hatred 
and  belligerency  w'hich  refuses  to  be  dis 
lodged. 

Good  morale  also  demands  that  there  be  in 
evidence  a war  preparation.  Blackouts  and 
first-aid  societies  take  the  country  by  storm. 
Movie  actresses  are  photographed  with  their 
shapely  legs  in  the  most  unbecoming  splints. 
Giddy  debutantes  frolic  on  the  golf  course  des- 
pite the  gruesome  gas  masks  they  are  asked 
to  model.  Even  our  highly-paid  burlesque 
queens  take  time  off  to  demonstrate  the  prac- 
ticability of  an  iron  lung  in  time  of  war. 

Proof  of  universal  sacrifice  is  also  in  order. 
The.  state  congressman  smiles  as  he  pedals  to 
work  on  his  second-hand  bicycle  and  the  major 
leagueTiall  player  grins  broadly  as  he  is  allow- 
ed only  a sample  portion  of  maple  syrup  on 
his  customary  stack  of  wheatcakes.  Nothing 
like  sacrifice  to  build  a substantial  morale, 
they  both  say  laughingly. 

These  are  only  the  early  steps  which  are 
taken  to  mold  public  morale.  After  this,  unity 
and  friendships  must  be  played  up,  racial  and 
class  differences  must  be  played  down,  ad- 
verse  news  must  be  suppressed,  and  new  and 
catchy  slogans  must  be  adopted.  When  all 
these  steps  have  been  taken  the  lady’s  army  is 
invincible,  her  courage  incomparable,  her  tri- 
umph inevitable.  Wonderful  thing—  wartime 
morale.
